The total ecore 
of tho British team wa3 1,4-50, the Unit- 
ed States team being second, with a to- 
tal of 1,447, unci the Canadians third, 
with 1,373 points. 

Though tho desire of tho hundreds 
present to see the Canadians retain the 
trophy was not fulfilled, the greatest en- 
thusiasm was exhibited over tho victory 
of their brethern from across tho Atlan- 
tic. 

The early morning wns unpromising 
from a rifleman's standpoint. A strong 
puffy wind was blowing from tho south 
west, while at interval* showers of rain 
ipassed over tho field. Fortunately, hoW' 
ever, these ceased before firing actually 
commenced. All morning while the first 
stage was being fired, there was a dull 
leaden sky overhead, (but this was not 
unfavorable from a marksman's stand- 
point, as it brought out the targets in 
'bold relief. 

At tho first stage ,800 yards, the Unit- 
ed .States team led by 22 points, and 
seemed suro of victory.

The heavy dews of the last few nights 
do not seem to have had much effect on 
the forest fires which are devastating 
the forests'of Vancouver Island and in 
Washington and Oregon. The fires are 
still burning on the Island, and will con- 
tinue to do so until there lias been a 
heavy fall of rain. 

Tho greatest duinngu has been done 
on the Otter Point roaji, about four miles 
from the West Sooke road. Here the 
houses of Messrs. McGregor, Burgess, 
Emnieison and Williams have been de- 
stroyed and three culverts and two small 
bridges have been burned out. The first 
house to go was that of Mr. McGregor, 
which was burned with all its con- 
tents. Tho house was a comparatively 
new one. The fire then crossed the road 
and burned down the log house of Mr. 
Burigess, and going westward destroyed 
the log houses of Messrs. 'Williams aud 
Emmerson, together witli the barns aud 
contents. In each case most of the fur- 
nishings of tho houses were burned, tho 
settlers having no time to get them out. 

For three days the settlers in West 
Sooke have been fighting a fire which 
threatened the residence of Mr. Muir, 
a very large house, but yesterday it was 
reported to be out of dunger, although 
a change in the direction of the wind 
would make it daugcrous again. All the 
contents of the house and barns have 
been moved on to the wharf, where they 
arc safe. 

Mr. Clark, the Otter Point stage, driv- 
er, reached the city yesterday morning 
on horso back. He says the whole coun- 
try from Sooke to the Jordan rivor is 
on Hire, a very big lire raging along tike 
Sooke rivor. It was reported in the city 
yesterday that the 'Sooke river bridge 
had been burned, but this is denied by 
IMr. Clark, who says the lire is nowhere 
near the bridge. 

Along the line of the E. '& N. railway 
the tires at Stratton's Crossing have 
been fought away from the ore bins and 
aerial tramway. The lire at Mount Sick- 
er, particulars of which are given in an- 
other column, wns not caused, by .bush' 
tires. 

Ollicers of the steamer Majestic, which 
arrived from the Sound last evening say 
t'he smoke was very thick in the Straits, 
but not as bad as in the Sound. At 
Seattle and Port Towusond day had 
been turned into night. Oregon and 
Washington are still suffering us will be 
seen from the appended special from the 
Colonist correspondent at 'Seattle: 

Forty miles out at sea smoke from 
the Washington and Oregon forest fires, 
filings in a ' dense wall over the water. 
Navigation is impeded, but so far no 
loss of life on the water has been re- 
ported. With the excepton of a few 
localities the fires are burning today oven 
more fiercely than yesterday; and the 
worst of it is, that there is no signs of 
rain for at least 24 hours. Bridges along 
the Great Northern have suffered to 
such an extent that the overland train 
could not move today. 

The forest around Lake Cuslnnnn, in 
the Olympics has dommeuced to blaze, 
and roads leading to tho lake aro impas- 
sable. One hunting party is in the 
mountains, and there is anxiety for their 
safety. 

Wiliilo Western Washington is suffer- 
ing terrible losses, Oregon is suffering 
still greater. Despatches from Portland 
say: "At noon today R. G. Kramp, a 
timber cruiser, who is well acquainted 
with every loot of the forests south of 
the Columbia river, came into town from 
'his camp, six miles southwest of the 
mouth of Willamette. lie said the virgin 
forests covering thousands nnd thou- 
sands of acres, were doomed to destruc- 
tion, and that the loggers, cruisers, pro- 
prietors, Indians, nnd hermits who in- 
habit the wlderness have little dhance to 
escape."

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

It Affects Power of Chicago Board of 
Trade Directors. 

Chicago, Sept. 13.— Decision rendered 
by Judge Chytraus, in the July oats 
corner injunctions today, if sustained by 
the higher tribunals, put an end to all 
corners in commodities on the Chicago 
Board of Trade, and also strikes at very 
life of the institution as now organized. 
The directors' powers will be so curtailed 
that they cannot longer adjudicate upon 
property rights ' of members of the asso- 
ciation. The judge goes even further, 
and says that under the charter of the 
Board of Trade there is no provision for 
succession of membership. Tho court 
said in his ♦ruling that us far as the 
merits of the case were concerned, it 
did not matter whether there was a cor- 
ner or not, for it was taken for granted 
that an honest price was intended. This 
part of the matter can be decided at a 
further- hearing which will be hud. The 
decision makes the injunction in force 
until this hearing on facts is had. The 
gist of the decision is that a special 
committee, which according to the Board 
rules, should bo appointed by the Presi- 
dent to adjudicate such differences, has 
no authority to act in matters where 
property rights arc involved. 'The rights 
of the directors of tho Board to prescrvo 
tho integrity of its rules, so far as dis- 
ciplining members is concerned, by fine, 
suspension, or expulsion, is upheld by tho 
court, us their proper rights, but he rules 
against the question "Against the will 
of tho complainants, the power of dis- 
posal over that money which in a sense 
nasi been placed in trust, or escrew, ex- 
ists in a select committee of three dis- 
interested perspns, members of the asso- 
ciation to be appointed by the president, 
whether the money can bo appropriated 
by such u committed to the contracting 
defendants."

Tu'borculosis Increasing Among Them in 

tho United 'States. 
i ■ ~ — ■ 
iFrom New York Medical Record. 

i Tuberculosis lias in recent years 'be- 
come so prevalent among the negroes 
ns to justify the 'belief that it may 
soon be n veritable scourge to tho race. 
The susceptibility, of negroes to con- 
sumption has apparently nndergono a 
(most rotnarkulble change within the last 
30 or 40 years. During tho days of 
slavery the disease was so seldom 
found among them, that they were con- 
sidered almost immune to it. In fact, 
some, of the older writers took the 
,stand squarely, and asserted that con- 
sumption was unknown to the race. 
,From being thus so rnre as to lie al- 
most -unlaiown, it has in n single gen- 
eration (become so prevalent and so 
fatal that now more negroes in the 
South' nro dying of tuberculosis than 
of any other disease. While it exists 
among all classes, it is in the densely- 
populated quartets of towns and cities, 
where they live in overcrowded and 
.poorly ventilated houses, that' it is 
"found to be most frequent. In instt 



this disease are becoming truly alarm- 
ing. 

Tho following questions from a paper 
on the "Future of tho 'Colored Race in 
tho United States," published somo 
years ago, by CDr. Eugene Carson, is in- 
teresting in this connection. He saj-s: 
"All the information which I have been 
a'ble to ohtain has satisfied me (hat tho 
race was n healthy one, even healthier 
in the main than the whites. Since the 
war things have 'been reversed; the col- 
ored rnce ns a rnco is not a healthy 
and robust one; their vitnlity is in a 
state ot unstable equilibrium, liable 
from any undue strain to give way. 
Statistics from institutions, having iboth 
White and colored patients, will show 
that the latter is 'loss a'ble to resist tho 
onslaught of disease." Dr. 'Mitchell, 
the superintendent of tho Mississippi 
State insane hospital, in his -last report 
says: "There is ona great difference 
Ibetwcen the races as regards mortality, 
and, although our treathient, iboth dietic 
and medicinal, is tho same, our loss 
from deaths among the colored far ex- 
ceed that sustained by the whites." 

Turning to the physical condition of 
tho negro, let ns now investigate the 
mental stability -of the race. Since 1S00 
,the negroes in . this section, nnd the 
same is true of tho South generally, 



tutions whoro large numlbers are more hnvo undergone such a change in their 



diseases ns is shown hy no other people 
in a similarly short period of time in 
tho whole history of mankind. I will 
take the statistics of our own state, 
Georgia, a typical .Southern state, as 
.they will probably be of. more interest 
to this society than would those of tho 
whole United States. In forty years the 
whole negro population in tho state has 
heen a little more than doubled, while 
tho number of insane has increased 
twenty-fold. No other such rapid and rad- 
ical change in tho mental stability of a 
race is recorded in history. This out- 
hurst of insanity becomes still moro 
remarkable when wo consider that for 
.generations prior to 1SG0 the colored 
people had been free from mental dis- 
ease, dt has developed, therefore, with- 
out the slightest hereditary taint. 

"I cannot leave this subject without 
calling attention to one more danger 
.which is threatening tho negro nt -this 
time; that is, the -drug haiblt.

'Paris, A.«g. 2S.---I have, been a week 
in 1'aris and am off to Scotland. A 
week in Paris and London is like a 
drop of water in the bucket. It means 
simuiy a circling in any airy way about 
the edge of toe great metropolis. Cook's 
do tho city of Par.s in coaches in two 
days, winch means going at a gallop 
from 10 li. in. until p. m., -with an 
hour for lunch. Then they take you one 
day to the palace and Trianon at Ver- 
sailles, going by way of ltois de Bou- 
logne, returning by Serves; and another 
to the ancient palace of Fontainebleau, 
which Napoleon said was tin; only place 
lit for an emporer to live in. You have 
two days more to do business in, make 
calls, see tile shops, etc., and rtno day, 
Sunday, on which to rest. In those 
lour days you seo the principal and 
great attractions at Paris and environs; 
Ibut you only see a glimpse ol it after 
all. The Louvre alone requires a 
month, ami honest work to familiarize 
yourself with its treasures, and it is 
worth tho trouble A recent rough in- 
ventory valued the contents at some bil- 
lions of dollars — a sum incomprehensi- 
ble to finite minds. Then there are 
tho various other .museums and art gal- 
leries, the churches, the Tuilleries, the 
Trocadcro, the Eiffel tower, the market 
place, the bridges, the Seine, the opera 
houses, the Jardine des Phintes, Palais

Col. Anderson Confers With .Members 
of the Shipmasters' Association. 

Bv special invitation of Col. Anderson, 
a deputation from the Victoria Ship- 
masters' Association met yesterday 
morning at the office of Marine and Fish- 
eries, to confer with him in regard to 
the most desirable locations for lights, 
log signals, etc Among those present 
Were Captains John Irving, John G.

Col. Anderson briefly stated the object 
of his mission to tho Const, and said 
that he bad just returned from a trip 
north, vvhielf fowl been devoted to mak- 
ing careful observations all along the 
coast. With regard to Chatham Sou id, 
he estimated that on account of the uif- 
Uieulties of construction, the erection 
of a lighthouse on Pointer Rock womd 
cost in the neighborhood of a quarter o. 
a million .dollais. It was, in his opin- 
ion, the right location for the light, but 
as the sum required to construct it 
would absorb several years upproprl- 
tions, its construction was out of the 
question at the present time. He would 
therefore recommend a light, either on 
Green, Gray or Barney islands, as 
might hereafter be determined upon. 

With reference to Queen 'Charlottes 
Sound, he thought that Fine Island or 
Cuteni Point, on Malcolm Island, to 
Ibu the most desirable locations. ;As to 
iLadysmith harbor, several points _ had 
•b. en Suggested. Ho was of the opinion 
that two lights, one on the Wreck ami 
the other on Collin Island would serve 
that locality best. ; 

'Some discussion took place as to the 
best points for a light for the Sidney 
Spit district. Dock Island and Denmau 
wharf had been suggested to him as 
uvu.hible locations. Other points nearer 
home also came under discussion, about 
which further investigation had yet to 
ttic made. The Colonel expressed his 
p ensure at having met tho deputation, 
and obtained their views and as- 
sured them that the department would do 
its best with the means at its d.sposa to 
safeguard the maritime interests of this 
Const. After thanking the Colonel for 
the courteous invitation' and hearing 
what had been awarded them, thu depu- 
tation withdrew.

THE REV'ELSTOK'E CONYE VX-IO'N 

The convention at Eerelstoke which 
closed its deliberations Just night ruust 
!be accepted as very fairly represents 
live of Conservative opinion through- 
out the province of British Columbia. 
It declared its desire for the introduc 
.Hon of party lines into provincial poi 
itics in n most unmistakable ana em 
phatic way. In this we think it Is sura 
of popular approval, men of all shades 
oT political opinion having come to the 
conclusion that the introduction of party 
Jines into provincial politics is at once 
inevitable and dcsira'ble. We believe 
it to be desiralble, not merely because 
it is inevitable, although for that rea- 
son also, but as well because it guaran- 
tees, as nothing else can, stable and re- 
sponsible government. It must not be 
forgotten, however, that as to the time 
and circumstances of the introduction of 
party linos, there are matters to be 
taken into consideration upon which no 
convention of either party, however rep 
.reseutntivB and influential, can possibly 
.have the last word to say. It may be 
to the advantage of the province to 
transfer the car of government from 
the Jines on which it has been run 
the past on to the modern rails of pasty 
politics; but it must not be forgotten that 
the attempt to make the transfer ex 
cept at a proper switch, would only re 
suit in' the machine being run off the 
rails altogether, and confusion worse 
confounded. The next general election 
held under the lie-distribution Act forms 
the obviously appropriate time for 
radical a change. In harmony with the 
spirit of the country which this con- 
vention has expressed, rather than as 
result of its declaration, no candidate 
;it the next general election but can 
only receive a nomination . from one or 
other of the paities, unless he is attached 
to his constituency by long yeare of 
faithful service on the one hand, and 
high personal esteem and respect upon 
.the other. Wo except, of course, caudi 
dates nominated in the interests of the' 
Labor party, , which is independent of 
both the Liberal and the Conservative 
parties. 'Most of the candidates at the 
next general election will run as party 
Jine candidates, or they will Ibq out of 
the race. iVaturally,. this must result 
in a certain ranging up on one side or 
the other during the intervening period 
between now and the general election. 
This may be, nay, must be, embarras- 
sing to some who have had ties of af- 
fection between themselves and men on 
jKnh sides of fedornl-jiolitics, in provin- 
cial affairs; but, although embarrassing 
to some, it is none the less inevitable 
to all. As the peculiar situation thus 
created has for some considerable timo 
been cheerfully accepted by the Liberals, 
we fail to see why Conservatives should 
back, out of it. In the recent political 
Jiistory of this province, say within 
tho last eight years, the question of 
Conservatism of Liberalism has been, 
in very .many cases, the deter 
mining factor. It has bred the de 
moralizing condition of affairs that men

were ready to oblige opponents both 
in policy and patronage to gain some 
advuutage, while they relied on the 
party allegiance of friends not to hurt 
them. If party lines were not already 
an influence in political affairs, thero 
might be no necessity for their formal 
introduction. But the people of the coun- 
try are determined to put an end to 
allegiance on the one hand without re- 
yponsibility on the other, which has led 
to the politics of the country degen- 
erating into a scramble of individuals 
for the immediate adoption of what- 
ever proposals suited their interest or 
inclination. The people have determined 
to put an end to that by having, at the 
earliest practicable opportunity, party 
lines, party platforms, and party candi- 
dates. It hos fallen to the lot of Pre- 
inier Duusmuir and his colleagues to pilot 
the country through a period of trans- 
ition in which chaos beyond the possi- 
bility of reconstruction was threatened 
again -and again.. After the storm, 
when government in this country is 
responsible to a well-organized body of 
public opinion in the country on one side 
or the other, both the difficulties of the 
interim, and the patience of those who 
hold t'he reins of power, will be better 
recognized by many than they are at 
present. Until party lines can be feas- 
ibly and properly introduced tho present 
legislature may be left to make the very 
best of the very heterogeneous materials 
it contains, and in so doing, the pr sent 
government, or so-me successor, will re- 
ceive from us at least, a fuLl measure 
o£ respectful sympathy. When the time 
is ripe "we shall be found in accord with 
the Provincial Conservative party if the 
principles of Conservatism are recognized 
in its organization, as they undoubtedly 
will be. A great many seem to im- 
agine that Conservatism must needs be 
victorious in local politics in 
British Columbia. We say, yes! 
if Conservative principles and meas- 
ures are the basis of organization; 
but we say, no! most emphatically, no! 
if the Conservative party in provincial 
affairs is to be tossed hither and thither 
'by individuals whose allegiance to it 
may too interpreted as only a desire that 
it should assist them iu their personal 
ambition and aggrandisement. It will 
require devotion to principle, organiza- 
tion and self-sacrifice la make the party 
worthy of support and capable of com- 
manding it. Given these, it has a pros- 
poet as brilliant in the domestic affairs 
of British Columbia as its past has been 
glorious, and its future is inspiring iu the 
larger history of the Dominion. 

POOR 1SNCOU I IA CEMENT. 

The San Fntocisco Examiner an- 
nounces that u contract has been let by 
the Pacific Construction & Maintenance 
Company, of London, England (the con- 
tractors for the laying of the Canadian- 
lAustraliau Pacific cable), to the Oceanic 
Steamship Company, of San Francisco, 
to car.y the mails between San Fran- 
cisco and Fanning Island during the 
time occupied in laying the cable. It 
will strike Canadians and Australians, 
who are contributing so largely to the 
cost of the cable, that the contractors 
might (better have employed the Can- 
adian-Australian limi's as mail carriers 
than give their patronage to n foreign 
company. A few months ago these 
same contractors chartered two United 
States steamers, the Tropic Bird and 
the Gallalee, ami despatched them from 
San Francisco laden with supplies Wi- 
the cable stations. 

No one can question the right of the 
Pacific Construction & Maintenance 
Company to purchase its supplies where 
it will, and make contracts with whom 
it pleases, but it is not encouraging to 
the self-governing dependencies of the 
Empire, which are working so earnest- 
ly to secure Inter-ImpeHal trade, to sec 
their efforts baulked, even in a small 
degree, 'by a corporation which should 
know better than spend money in a for- 
eign country for services and supplies 
which Canada and Australia could fur- 
nish as well and as cheaply.

The much-extolled "British prefer 
once,*' which was so much appreciated 
at first glance by the Cobden Club that 
that antiquated body . awarded a gold 
medal to ISir Wilfrid Laurier as a dis- 
tinguished apostle of free trade, has' evi- 
dently b.'en weighed in the balance and 
found wanting, '.Mr. Harold Cox, secre- 
tary oi the club, having quite Tecently 
repudiated Sir Wilfrid's "gift to the 
Motherland."

It is the 
statemeut, frequently made on the Can- 
adian side, that Can all a has "contribut- 
ed a tariff preference of 'SS 1 /^ per cent, 
to the .Mother Country." Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was the author of that prefer- 
ence, and I observe that he defended it 
on (December IS last, not as a Tree gift 
to the Mother Country, but ns ''the best 
measure of tariff reform to the consum- 
er of Canada." 1 also observe that Mr. 
Borden declared on November 11 last 
that the preferential tariff "had Hot or- 
iginated in loyalty or devotion to Im- 
perial interests, but in a desire to con- 
cil ate the warring elements in the Lib- 
eral party. In face of, these statements 
I do not see why we should be specially 
grateful for the changes you have chosen 
to make in your tariff. 

In the face of this ollicial repudiation, 
which amounts to a charge of false pre- 
tences against Sir Wilfrid, it is scarce- 
ly conceivable how that gontleman cnli 
conscientiously sport the Cobden medal 
among his decorations.

DEL AGO A BAY. 

The rumor, which cropped up so fre- 
quently during the Boer war, to the ef- 
fect that Great Britain was negotiating 
for the purchase of D.-lagoa Bay and 
Portuguese East Africa, is again re- 
vived, and now it is said that Ger- 
many is a party to the bargain. Whether 
the report be true or not, there can be 
no question of the importance to Great 
Britain of obtaining control of the Por- 
tuguese territory which lies between the 
Transvaal and the sea. Before the war, 
Delagoa Bay was the port of the South 
African 'Republic, being connected with 
Pretoria by I nil, and for many years the 
Boer government had tried to secure a 
stilp of territory from Portugal which 
would have given it control of that 
nutlet. During the contest the advan- 
tage of the Delagoa Bay route was for- 
cibly impressed upon the 'British au- 
thorities. Its possession would have 
greatly facilitated tho operations of the 
army, by permitting the speedy trans- 
portation of men and supplies into tho 
heart of tho enemy's country, obviating 
the toilsome marches and the enormous 
cost of transport entailed by the longer 
roate via Cape Town. 

Portugal has held this territory for 
over four hundred ye.ars, and may, for 
sentimental reasons, wish to retain pos- 
session, but as a remnant of her once 
great African domain, it is practically 
uf little value. Great Britain supplies 
most of the 'goods consumed in the ter- 
ritory, the Portuguese having gradually 
withdrawn their once nourishing fac- 
tories in the face of modern competi- 
tion. ! 

The British colony of .(Rhodesia, 
and the region farther north called Brit- 
ish Central 'Africa, is the hinterland to 
Portuguese 'Mozambique and Sofala. 
Now that the Transvaal is British, Por- 
tugal interposes at Lorenzo (Marques 
with the narrow frontier prolonging to 
tho south the Wider strip of foreign ter- 
ritory. For about two thousand miles 
north along the coast from. iNatal to 
German territory Portugal owns the 
shore, and for the whole distance it 
shuts British possessions from tho s«a. 
Portuguese East Africa comprises al- 
together a territory of over 300,000 
square miles, or about double tho extent 
the two former Dutch "republics. This 
estate is supposed to contain over 3,000,- 
000 inhabitants, of Whom about 7,000 
are Europeans.

Details of Actual Cost Not Avail- 
able But Will Be Below 
Estimate. 



« The paving of Government street, 
which was completed on Friday, is one 
ot the most satisfactory pieces of work 
"Which has ever been done by <tlie cor- 
poration. True it is that the work 
might, could or should have been done 
last year, but it was through no fault of 
the engineering department of the city 
that this long needed improvement was 
not sooner taken in hand. But once 
everything was ready the work was 
pushed with a vim and great credit is 
•duo City Engineer Topp and his people 
t'ottlie despatch with which the old road- 
jwiTy was dug out, carted away, and the 
•cement and blocks laid without necessi- 
tating the closing of the street, and all 
this as done too with a minimum of in- 
convenience to the shopkeepers on either 
side of the thoroughfare. 

(Work on the street was started by the 
corporation on July 2 last, and just 
•about 150 working days were consumed 
in the operations. Owing to the fact 
that the engineer's department have 
mot yeb had all the bills for materials 
on account of this work sent in, it is 
not possible to give exact quantities, but 
•as the actual time for doing the work 
was some three weeks under what was 
estimated, it may bo assumed that the 
.total cost of the work will be well 
"Under tho sum provided by the by-law. 
' It may bo stated that about 400,000 
(wood blocks were used, and there was 
not a hitch in tho supply of these until 
•almost the last day of tho whole period 
When it was necessary to lav the men 
off tor a day in order to permit of a 
email surplus of tarred blocks being ac- 
cumulated.

The fleet must be prepared to 
protect simultaneously the Homeland, 
the colonies and the over-sea commerce, 
and last, but not least, the prestige of 
the empire. Consequently the lords of 
the admiralty cannot exaggerate the re- 
sponsibility that rests upon them, if such 
mishaps or detailed reverses as have oc- 
curred in South Africn.are to be avoided 
when it comes to a fight afloat for all 
that -we hold most dear.

On this account tho percentage 
is the lowest recorded during the first 
half of 1902. The fall of wages In the 
mining industry has continued, and be- 
come even pioro widespread. The tntnl 
number of miners affected Iby reductions 
in this period has 1jcen no .V'3 than 
025,000.

'"I have come to this country to' con- 
sider the mutter of how 'to make and 
maintain mi elllcient military force, 
composed of men who are not paid for 
their services. It is, I ' recognize, a 
serious protilcni, ami one that doubt- 
loss many here tonight have given 
careful consideration to. 

"In the iirs't place.. it seems to me 
that tve must have thoroughly trained 
officers. Not men who will luive to 
learn the lesson -when a war breaks 
out. (\Ve do not want officers iwiio will

In the 
Into war too 'many were ..palled upon 
to do this. I -will give you two instances 
which came under my personal observa- 
tion iu South Africa. 

"One day a portion of a force was 

the most demo- | lying on the ground with their rifles 

" -pointing toward an enemy, as were 

other portions. A retirement of the 
different portions -was ordered -anil 
iiuade, ib ut still on looking to this par- 
ticular portion I could see dull heaps' 
of khaki on the ground. A messenger 
■was sent under a hail of 'bullets to that 
Ibody. It was found that the officer 
had liecn too stupid to retire with the 
other portion; his force had been sur- 
rounded, and all the men shot. 

"On another occasion I witnessed 
from a long distance another sorrowful 
spectacle. A position was to he at- 
tacked, and the battalion ordered to the 
attack. From a llajik on the crest of 
the hill a company could have been 
stationed to 'keep down tile lire of the 
enemy. Unfortunately the otllcer in 
charge had not taken these precautious. 
I saw these 'brave fellows go up the 
hill, go over the stonework, and change 
with the 'bayonet. Behind this stone- 
work the .enemy wore stationed in force. 
Tho men were repulsed, and retired 
across the wall. No precautions had 
been taken, anil as a result they were 
shot down like nibbles in going down. 
It' the officer in command had taken 
the precautions to post some men on 
the flank of the crest, not one head 
•would have been shown over the wall 
to lire against the men as they retired. 

"In our officers we must have brains 
above all things, and then the proper 
instructions to officers. In my position 
as head of 'the forces of 'Canada I will 
advise as to which shall (be selected for 
promotion, and who shall be selected 
for preferment. I feel that this is a 
most serious duty I have to perform. 
Enough in itself to take all my time in 
No ! finding out who lias the most brains 
and who is 'the 'best qualified for the 
service. I will do it as far as ii li-'s in 
my power, without favor or affection, 
and in the interests of the country 
I "There are two views which present 
Wall street | themselves to me in connection with the 
wh o | militia. I see plainly there are large 
forces of 'men who cannot give up the 
time to become efficient soldiers, but 
are willing to become efficient riflemen. 
•Vou can drill men in time of war, but 
you enn't improvise a shot. 'My idea is 
to build up the skeleton of a trained 
force in this country with efficient offi- 
cers in charge, and on that skeleton 
■place the flesh and blood of good rifle 
ishots when war is declared. If this be 
done I feel confident that should Can- 
ada lie ever seriously threatened there 
Would he a force sufficient and able to 
fact_ which I defend it.
